Camp Floyd, Utah, July 21, 1859. 

CAMP. FLOYD, forty miles south of Salt 
Lake City, . +... is formed of low and neat 
adobe hous generally small. I presume 
there are three or four hundred of them— 
enough, at all events, to make six or eight 
Kansas cities. “Frogtown” is a satellite, or 
suburb, whence grog and other luxuries (in- 
cluding exeerable whisky at about ten doll 
per gallon) are dis yensed to thirsty soldiers 
who have not already drank up more than 
their pay amounts to. The valley is covered 
with = bush and grease-wood, as usual; 
but the mp has been freed from these, and 

mainly level as a house-floor, The adobes 
were made on the spot by Mexicans; the boards 
tor roots, finishing off, ete, supplied by Brig- 
ham Young and his son-in-law, trom the only 
canon opening into Sait’ Lake Valley which 
abounds in timber (yellow-pine, 1 believe,) 
ue for sawing. .

tions, ete, from Leavenworth to this point. 
The at contractors were allowed this for 
transporting: this year’s supply of flour. By 
a little dexterous management at Washington, 
they were next allowed to furnish the fiour 
here—Utah flour—heing paid their twenty- 
two cents per pound for transportation, in 
addition to the prime cost on the ouri. As 


Utah has a better soil for growing wheat than 
almost else, they had no dilfliculty in’ sub- 
letting this contract at seven cents per 


pound net, making a clear profit of one hun- 
dred and seventy thousand dollars on the con- 


tract, without risking a dollar, or lifting a 
finger. Of course, I expect contractors to 


bargain for themselves, not for the govern- 
ment, but somebody is well id for taking 
care of the public’s interest in such matters. 
Has he done his duty? 
Again, pursuant to a recent order from 
shington, the <A tant Quartermaster- 
General here is now selling by auction’ some 
two thousand mules—about two-thirds of all 
the government owns in this terr These 
mules cost one hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars each, and are worth to-day one hundred 
and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lar: I attended the sale for an hour or so 
this forenoon; the range of prices was from 
sixty to one hundred and fifteen dollars; the 
average of the seven hundred already sold 
about sevenly- tive dollavs. Had these mules 
n taken to California, and there properly 
d And sold, they would have brought 
ne ly cost enoat Leavenworth, they must 
ve sold for at le one hundred thousand 
dollars more than here, where there is prac- 
tically no demand and no competition for such 
an immense herd; and, after every Mormon, 
who can raise a hundred dollars or over, s' 
have supplied himself with span of mul 
for half their value, one or two speculators 
will make as much as they please, while the 
dead loss to the people will be at leas 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
here has recommended the sale of these mule: 
they were being herded, under the care of 
detachments of the army, at no cost but for 
herdsmen, and they could have been kept 
through next winter, in secluded mountain 
valleys, at a cost of about ten dollars per 
head; whereas the army can never move with- 
out purchasing an equal number; and they 
can neither be bought here nor brought here 
for two hundred thousand dollars more than 
these animals are now fetching. Somebody's 
i st is subserved by this sale; but it is 
nly not that of the army nor of the 
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pe ople. The order is to sell seven hundred 
watens as well; but these would not bring 
thirty dollars each, while they cost at least 
one hundred and thirty, and could not be re- 
placed when wanted even for thal, while the 
army cannot move without them, and keeping 
them costs absolutely nothing. Who issues 
such orde this, and for whose benefit? 


But it will be said that forage is dear in 
Utah. - It would suflice to answer that idle 
mules obtain, save in winter, only grass grow- 
ing on the public lands, which may as well he 
eaten in part by government mule all hy 
those of the Mormon squiatte jut del us 
see how it costs so much. There have recently 
been received here thirty thousand bushels of 
corn from the states at a net cost, including 
transportation, of three hundred and forty 
thousand dollars, or over cleven dollars per 
bushel. “No re juisition v ever made for 
this corn, which could have been bought here, 
delivered, for two dollays per bushel, or sixty 
thousand dollars in all. T'he dead loss to the 
treasury on this corn is two hundred and 
cighty thousand dollars, even supposing: that 
rvice required it at all, Somebody makes 
a good thing of wagon 
Missouri at over ten do a bushel. Who 
helieves that said somebody has not influential 
and thrifty connections inside of the War 
department? ..
